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Tn early March 1952, the 53 Army, 21 Army Group, which was formerly stationed
in northeast Kwangsi, was moved gouth of the Yu River (07~ , 23- ). Its
headquarters was moved from Kyellin to Kueihsien (109-40, 23-02) and. its sub-
ordinate vnlts were stationed as follows: the 157 Division &t Lingghan
(110-36, 22-41); the 158 Division ab Hsingyeh (109-56, 22-49); and the 159
Division st Junghsién (110-3k4, 22-5k) ‘and’ Ts 'ench.'i (110-56, 22-5T) .

As of 20 March, units of the 52 Army, o1 Anny Group, were stationed in north=

_east Kwengsi and along the ‘Kwangsl-Indoehine. border.

As of 20 Masrch, the 128 and 129 Divisions, 43 Army,were stationed along the
southern copstal region of Kwapgsl. .

As of 20 March, one division of the 45 Army, 4 Field Army, had moved to the
Kwangsi-Indochina border and had 1ts headquarters at Bsulo (107-35, 22-10).
